lion. William Kinsey, one of Bristol's 


oldest arid most respected citizens died of 
apoplexy at his Lome on lladcliffe street on 
hist Thursday afternoon, in t ie 91st year 
oi his age. Mr. Kinsey was born in Bristol 
and resided here during his long and use- 
ful life. 
He was the descendent of one of 


the earliest settlers in Pennsylvania. The 
first 
t*i BeiUo iji Biu^trtl 
WJLW SiytiilRl, the,. 


son of a cotton mauufacturer of Birmingham, 
England, who come here in 1728. 
His son 


born iu 1755 was the great-grandfather of 
William Kinsey. 


The deceased was born in November, 1804. 


His early education was limited, but he was 
always a constant reader. 
He worked iu 


the cotton mill for a short time, but eaily in 
life learned the trade of a blacksmith, which 
lie followed until 1850. 
Afterward he en- 


;aged in iron manufacturing for several 
years, subsequently dealing in real estate, 
ict ing as auctioneer, etc. 
Iu 1821) he was 


married to Mary, daughter of Richard 
Ijoslino, whose family have been residents 
of Uu'cks county for three generations. 
Their children were : Maiy, Anna, Caroline, 
Clizabcth, Margaict, Fanny and Samuel, 
who was a graduate ot West Point. 
He 


eaves two daughters. 


Mr. Kinsey held many public positions. 


'.n 182!) he was1 elected high constable, serv- 
ug .six years ; in 18'j(i, chief burgess, hold- 
ng tl.o powilion ioi- »ovon yorv™, o.«tl ii. 1OOT 
icliool director, serving twenty-four years. 
n 1842 lie was appointed assignee in bank- 
•uptcy for the county, and in March, 1815, 
ab appointed postmaster. In 1850 he was 


elected justice of the peace for five years. 
In 1802 he was elected to the State Senate 
"or a term of three years, aud proved him- 
self au able speaker on the floor, besides 
>erving on many important committees. 


On the call for troops to defend the State 


.nvasion, Mr. Kiusey assisted in raising a 
;ompany and went into the service, rcceiv- 
ng an honorable discharge at Ihe close of 
.he term. 
Ho was a frequent contiibutor 


o the newspapers aud to local history. He 
uid been a director of tbe Bristol Water 
Company for 
a number of years and 


roasurer of Bristol Lodge, No. 25, F. and 
A M., his membership in the lodge dating 
'rum 1848. 
Mr. Kinsey was an active meui- 


er of the Methodist Church and much iu- 
.ercsted in the new.building about to be 
erected by that congregation, having sub- 
scilbed Ip2,00u for that purpose.

deavor to oleot its throe delegates for Quay 
that if its high handed proceeding are sus- 
tained by tho state convention the sores 
engendered will take a long time to heal. 
It was » reconvened convention, composed 
of tr-j delegates chosen lost year who had 
met twelve months ngo and nominated the 
legislative candidates. Tbe 'right of each 
delegate to his seat had, of course, been 
passed upon finally when they mot last 
summer, and there could be ho legitimate 
or honest contests. Yet on Saturday, 
twelve months utter the convention met, 
organized aud performed its principal 
duties, bogus contests were trumped up 
bv thfi OuaV Deanli3.raKtllli-rd.olo(3r(vtoo vrcio 
thrown out, and mon seated in their 
places who had not even boon candidates 
for delegate. 


Major S. A. Losch, who was not only a 


regular delegate with his seat unchal- 
lenged, but had acted us'secretary of the 
convention at its previous session and 
signed the cortiflcutoa of its nominees, was 
unseated, and on employe of the Phila- 
delphia aud Reading Railroad company, 
who hod not even boon a candidate for" 
delegate, wus seated in his stead. In tho 
South ward oE Schuylkill Haven another 
employe of tho stuno corporation, who had 
not beoa ovou a candidate afi tho primar- 
ies, was put in instead o£ the regulardolo- 
gate. In Crossoua another railroad ruan 
was put in under precisely similar cir- 
cumstances. 


Franklin Simons, tho superintendent of. 


the Mine Hill and Souuylkill Haven divi- 
sion of tho Reading, aud Charles Gallus, 
superintendent of the Mountain division, 
were personally on tho door of the conven- 
tion, lining up tho corporation employes 
for Quay. 


Henry Tracy, superintendent of the 


Piuo Grove division, passed the word along 
fcho Una dnionf£ tl>o ompluyua elicit} ~t}ho 
Pennsylvania railroad was fighting the 
Reading in this campaign, and that it was 
General Manager Swelgurd's desire that 
all Reading men should stand by Quay. 


James Carr, a delegate to the conven- 


tion from the west ward of Sohuylkill 
Haven and a personal friend of Major 
Losch, came to tbe majoron Saturday and 
notified him that he would have to vote 
against him. It was a case of Quay or no 
bread and butter. He is an employe of 
the Reading and said he'had been dis- 
charged the day before, and had been 
notified that he could get his job back on 
Monday by voting with thu Quay dele- 
gates in the convention. 


And so ii went. The outrageous un- 


seating of regular delegates of a year's 
standing was only made possible by the 
notion of the man appointed to call the 
convention to order, who set aside the 
county rules in order to make sure of giv- 
ing temporary organization and the com- 
mittee on contested seatd to the Quay 
men. The rules provide that a district 
with loss than 35 voters shall have one 
vote; districts with more than 33 anil lees 
than 150, two delegates with one vote 
each; districts with more than 150 and 
less than 250, two delegates with two votes 
each; and districts with 250 or over, two 
delegates with throe votos each. The pre- 
siding officer arbitrarily ruled that in the 
vote which gave the Quay men control of 
the convention each delegate should have 
but one vote, regardless of tha size of his 
district. This lost the Hastings men 18 
votes in Pottsville alone. On this decisive 
vote the Quay men had^ |he votos of 50 
delegates, 34 of whom wero employes of 
the Reading corporation. 


Of course the Hastings men will eon- 


test these scats iu the state convention, 
and if State Chairman Gilkeson shows 
»ny favors to delegates elected in this 
manner he is not tlie man wo take him to 
be. 
"Jack" Robinson Has Stolen tho Delegates 


for QuSy, and Will Hum to 


Answer for It. 


"The people of Delaware county are for 


Governor Hastings and against Senator 
Quay." Such was tho remark of Pro- 
fessor Sbortledge, of Concordville, the 
president of the college at that place. 
"It 


is true, he continued, "that the delegates 
from our county will vote for Quay, but 
.they will not represent tbo Republican 
sentiment of our county. It was 'Jack' 
Robinson who set tho whole thing up. He 
has been carrying matters with a high 
hand in this county, anyway, and I want 
to say right now that the Republicans of 
our county -will attend to 'Jack' when he 
presents himself again for their suffrage.

Quay has some of the professional poli- 
ticians with him, and if he wins that 
county it will clearly be a defeat of the 
people. However, if sentiment amount* 
to anything Hastings will have a walk- 
over." 


SnJTers From Isolation* 


From what I have seen of Ireland I 


should .soy that, industrially and commer- 
cially, iho country suffers much from its 
isolation. The Irish may not be as frugal 
aa the Scotch, nor as energetic as the Eng- 
lish, but they are quicker witted than ei- 
ther, and not behind either in business 
aptitude. But they do not travel in order 
to learn. They leave their country in 
shoals, and often prosper elsewhere, but 
they do not go back, like the Scotch and 
the Germans, to put into practice at home 
the idcas'which they have picked up i n 
other countries. In the matter of hotel 
management I suspect that they are at a 
disadvantage from knowing little or noth- 
ing of up to date hotel arrangements In 
other countries and the consequent require- 
ments of English and foreign travelers.— 
English Exchange. 


Ihe Haitlugi Men OflVt the I,ou of Mont- 


gomery by Unexprctect GaluK In 


Other Countl«i. 


PHILADELPHIA, Ana. 13.—The result in 


Montgomery couuly ou Saturday last had 
not the slightest effect iu repressing the 
absolute confidence which Mm Hustings 
leaders have as to thoir triumph in the 
state convention 
No revision of figures 


from those originally promulgated, which 
give Governor Hustings and Colonel Gll- 
keson a strong majority in the convention, 
is even dreamed of. The reason for this 
lies in the fact that while tho Quay forces 
wondn Moatcromnrv tbov l»*^-<> boon irtB- 
tog elsewhere in counties which have here- 
tofore been classed solidly in'thoir line. 


So far as tho Quay leaders were con- 


cerned they exhibited quite a state of hil- 
arity. And well they might. It was the 
first county victory to which they havo 
beon able to lay any claim since the fight 
began. As a result of this all sorts of 
senseless canards were put afloat by them. 
One was that 
Colonel Gilkoson 
had 


hurried to town from his home in Bristol 
with tbe announcement of his declina- 
tion as a candidate for state chairman. 
Another was that tho Hnst-iugs and Gil- 
keson headquarters, at No. 34 South 
Eighth street, wore to be immediately 
and permanently closed. Beth of these 
statements, of course, are absolutely false 
and without the shadow of foundation. 


''It shows to what oxtromes the Quay 


people aro driven whou they have toinvent 
such silly falsehoods as those," said one 
of the Hastings managers at headquarters 
to a reporter this afternoon. 


"Two weeks ago oue of thoir organs in 


this city announced under flaring head 
lines that Governor Hastings had decided 
to abandon the contest. The knockout

•winning aioco and have lost two of their 
sure counties, Adams and Perry, and now 
on tho hoels of this comes tho silly story 
that Colonel Gllkoson is to get out of tho 
race, that the Hustings headquarters are 
to close, and that the light is to be aban- 
doned by tbe anti-Quay men at the mo- 
ment whon they have a majority assured 
of not loss than 42 in the convention." 


"What aro your figures as they stand 


today," was the inquiry of the reporter. 


"Hastings and Gilkeson have not loss 


than 163 delegates, whilo there aro ten 
classed as doubtful, of which they will 
certainly got eight. We can afford to give 
Mr. Quay all that ho claims in the way 
of doubtful delegates and we will still 
have a clear majority of forty-two in the 
convention." 


A gentleman at tho Hastings head- 


quarters yesterday afternoon, iu speaking 
of the boastful claims of Senator Quay's 
friends, called attention to the fact that 
this was one of the boat known of Mr. 
Quay's tactics. That at Minneapolis Sen- 
ator Quay had carried on this same species 
of boastful claims as to the strength of 
his candidate for presidency. The heavens 
abovo aud the earth bonoutih wuro luolud&d 
in Quay's claim for his choice. When the 
votes were counted Senator Quay's favor- 
ite came iu third iu the race. 


One of tho subjects for boastfulness 


during tho past week has been tbe claim 
that Senator Quay had carriod Governor 
Hastings' native town of Clinton. 
This 


was done only by the most lavish use of 
cash. The other side of the matter comes 
up in the contest in York county, which 
is Senator Quay's native county and 
which has always been one of his strong- 
holds. Not only was he defeated in his 
native township, but tbe delegates from 
that township were instructed to vote for 
Hastings and Gilkeson in the county con- 
vention. The friends of Governor Hast- 
ings carried York county by a vote that 
is almost three to one. 
Dlllsburg, York 


county, the birthplace of Senator Quay, 
where his house is preserved as a sort of 
community relic, wont dead against him, 
and also instructed its delegates far Hast- 
ings and Gilkesou. 


In an interview Monday afternoon C. 


L. Magoesald; "We are going to win this 
fight beyond a doubt. The fact that Mont- 
gomery went to Quay does not change the 
situation. For the seven delegates we lost 
there we havo gained seven which we did 
not expect to got—one in Lackawanna, 
two in Luzerne, two iu Adams and two 
in Perry."

The fight in this city was never 
In bettershape; in fact, if the Montgomery 
result has hud any effect at all, it seems 
to have been in the direction of spurring 
the Philadelphia leadcrp into greater ac- 
tivity and earnestness. 
It has always 


been a part of the Quay plan to proclaim 
disaffection among the workers in the 
great cities for the purpose of creating 
doubt and distrust among the country 
people. In tbe present instance, however, 
it would seem that this sort of cry is abso- 
lutely of no effect. 


One subject of comment, and very un- 


favorable comment at that, has been the 
spectacle presented by William H. An- 
drews, the leader in the attempt to 
"Lexow" Philadelphia, dashing around 
the state and attending oouuty conven- 
tions accompanied by a small, mysterious 
satchel. 
Senator Andrews' visit to Co- 


lumbia county was one of tho scandals of 
that county convention. His hurried visit 
to Gettysburg on Monday was the episode 
which created the talk in local political 
circles. 
His attempt at Gettysburg to 


"boodle" Adams county for Quay was an 
Ignonimious failure.

One day, whon her daughter was 
about 4 years old, she found her standing, 
the eyes wide open and filled with tears, 
the arms outstretched for help, evidently 
transfixed with terror, while a small wood 
louse made its slow Way toward her. 
The 


next day the child was taken for the first 
time to the "zoo," and the mother, antici- 
pating trouble, hold her hand. But there 
was no need. A "fearless spirit" In gen- 
eral, she released her hand at the first 
sight of the elephant and galloped after 
the monster. If inheritance plays a prin- 
cipal part in the child's fear of animate, 
one would have expected the facts to be 
reversed.

(ion with vast quantities of food at intervals 
which keep the digestive process in constant 
and active 
operation. 
Considering the 


irrational way in which people live and 
work, the human race makes, they admit, a 
brave fight for existence, and the fact that 
man individually manages to live so long as 
ho does and leaves an ever-increasing pro- 


'Thysiciaus have made great progress in 


the treatment of disease within a half- 
century, and there is every reason to hope 
that they will make many conquests in the 
next half-century. 
Under their care human 


life ought to bo much prolonged, if it wore 
not for the fact that the discoveries of science 
hardly more than keep pace with the new 
agencies of destruction which come with the 
highly developed conditions of society. Tho 
problem of lengthening tho span of life is 
one of balance, the rat io of increase in death- 
denling agencies and in preventive and 
curative knowledge. Pioneer days were 
hard on life. 
We think of the fathers us old 


men when, in fact, they were mostly young. 
Not only was inudical science in a primitive 
state, but conditions of life, exposure, ill- 
heated homes, badly cooked food, excessive 
physical labor, the wear and lear of a 
civilized man's fight against nature for ex- 
istence iu surroundings better fitted for a 
savage—all made a more than average con- 
stitution a condition for even a moderate 
span of life. 
Those evils have gone, but 


witii them has gone tho simplicity which 
robbed them of half their bad effect. 
The 


modern niiin lives more comfortably, but he 


When he learns to make use of all that 
science teaches whilo at the same time ho 
guards himself against the accidents of 
civilization, and, above all, keeps himself 
from being carried away by its unrest and 
its luxury, he may hope for a longer lease 
of life. It was not the hardships of the old 
time, but its simplicity which made vigorous 
men. 
It will not be tho comforts of the 


future, but its temptations (o unhealthful 
and unnatural living, that will most threaten 
longevity." 


A writer iu The Strand tells of a number 


of British centenarians, and points out that 
au insurance investigator some years ago 
gathered a list of no fewer than two hundred 
and twenty-five centenarians of almost every 
social rank and many nationalities, but the 
majority of them wero Britons or Russians. 
There are stories of an Englishman who 
lived in the Sixteenth Century to be two 
hundred and seven, and a Russian who died 
in 1812 when nearly two hundred and five 
years old. 
The Strand writer tells of 


fourteen centenarians living in Great Britain 
within a half-dozen years. The majority of 
them were of humble origin. 
Every one of 


them married, several of them reared largo 
families, and all of them led temperate lives, 
only a few even using liquor in moderation. 
The Tribune continues : 


"These conditions lead easily to a theory 


of long life. The old people came from good 
stock not enervated by high living. They 
themselves endured hardship on simple 
fare. 
Many of them were Scotch, and sub- 


sisted largely on porridges. 
They all had 


liomes, pursued the even tenor of then-ways, 
and entered not into the turmoil of the great 
world. The old statesmen of Europe seem 
to show that such abstinence is unnecessary, 
but these same statesmen also show that 
siinplicty of life and food have their value. 
If America can show no such record of old 
people as Britain, it is not unreasonable to 
suppose it is because, notwithstanding the 
greater incomes and luxuries of the average 
family, our people are not content with 
simple food—or if they are, select and cook 
it badly, living, for instance, on pork and 
soggy bread—and because, either owing to 
climate or heredity, they destroy all chance 
of being benefited by habits of placidity."

That Is the Game Which the Beaten Qany 


Managers Have Been Play- 


Inn All Week. 


The feature of the week has been the ex- 


posure of the game of brjig and boodle 
which has been tho last desperate resort 
of the Quay-Cameron managers since they 
saw themselves beaten in the only coun- 
ties in which there was a fight the week 
before—I/uzerne and Lmckawanna.

The Seiuatloiml. gtlllwcll Murder Case the 


Bu«i» of a Libel Suit. 


Within tho last few days tho sensational 
ptuiwcr imirricr, wlilcir wns commitcou ac 
Hannibal, Mo., Dec. 30, 1888, has been re- 
vived with all its attendant circumstances 
of mystory, love, Intrigue nml horror. It 
is as much tlio talk today among the peo- 
plo of Uanr.ibal, a town of 12,000 popula- 
tion, as it was tlio week after tho crime 
wivs committed, almost seven years ago.

get to New York city, and on the way there 
ve wont to skirfc with our cargoes the popu- 
ous New England states, so that they can 


e what they want of our wheat. W0 do 


lot expect that tlie Erie canal will ever bo 
made into a channel for our big lake stfum- 
ers. Tho cost would bo too great for either 
;he state of New York or the United Btutea 
;o undertake. Tho routo by wny of Oswego 
ttnd the Mohawk is practicable, but a ship ca- 
nal on that roxito would cost »127,000,000, 
Thero ia a favorable rout* from Lake St. 
Francis, on the St. Lawrence, to Lake Cham- 
31am, known as the Caughnawaga route. A 
janal 83 miles long, with only 29 feet of lock- 
age, 
will join tho St. Lawrence above the La- 


chino rapids with Lake Champlain. Tho en- 
largement of the prosont canal between White- 
hall and tho Hudson would prolong the deep 
water system to tho Hudson, nnd the doopen- 
,ng of that river to a point about 30 wiles 
below Albany would take it to the ocean. The 
oost of tills enterprise is estimated at $61,- 
000,000. 


But how this project really compares 


With the proposed enlargement of the Erie 
caqal is n question that calls for careful 
consideration. The latter would lie wholly 
witliin our territory and avoid the St, 
Lawrence, with its possibilities of trouble 
under certain contingencies. The question 
of relative cost and other matters must 
also be studied, with the alternative routes 
thus sot forth.

Ono of the most curious native customs 


qf India is that of making sand pictures, 
or "sand painting," as it ip often called. 
It is generally done on festa.1 flays, jn. fron(. 
pf both, houses and j;empjesl and it jias i\ 
religious significance. The sand, which is 
prepared and sold by natives of the Deccan, 
fs white, red, black, blue, orange and pur- 
ple. 


A woman, who has observed, certain pio- 


limlnary ceremonies, takes the sand in her 
jiand, and allowing it to trickle out as she 
nioves her arm forms upon the prepared 
ground in front at the door curious colored 
designs, inclosed with a border and repre- 
senting human figures, crosses, semicircles 
or birds.

111 St. Nicholas Hon. Theodore Roose- 


velt writes of "Georgo Rogers Clark and 
tho Conquest of tho North west." Ho gives 
tho following account of the capture of 
Vincennes: 


Accordingly he gathered together tho 


pick of his men, together with a few cro- 
oles, 170 all told, and set out for Vin- 
ceimes. At first the journey was easy 
enough, for they passed across the snowy 
Illinois prairies, broken by great reaches 
of lofty woods. 
They killed elk, buffalo 


and doer for food, there being no difficulty 
in getting all they wanted to eat, and at 
night they built huge fires by which to 
sleep and feasted like Indian war dancers, 
as Clark said in his report. 


But when, in tho middle of February, 


they reached the drowned lands of tho Wa- 
bash they found tho ice had just broken 
up, aud everything was flooded. The dif- 
ficulties seemed almost insuperable, and 
to their march became painful aud labori- 
ous to a degree. All day long the troops 
waduil in the icy water, aud at night they 
cuuld with dilliuulty tind some little hil- 
lock oil which to sleep. 
Only Clark's In- 


domitable courage and cheerfulness kept 
the party iu heart and enabled them to 
persevere. 
However, persevere they did, 


and at last, on l<Vb. 23, they catno in sight 
of the town of Vinccuues. 
They captured 


a Creole who was out shooting ducks, and 
trom him learned that their approach was 
utterly unsuspected, and that there were 
many Indians in town. 


Clark was now in some doubt as to how 


to make his light. Tho British regulars 
dwelt in a small fort at one end of the 
town, wham tliny had two liKUt CUUS, but 
Clark feared that If ho inado a sudden 
night attack, the townspeople and Indians 
would from sheer fright turn against him.. 
lie accordingly arranged, just before ho 
himself marched in, to send in tho captur- 
ed duck hunter, conveying a warning to 
tho Indians arid Creoles that he was about 
to attack the town, but that his only quar- 
rel was with the British, and that If the 
other inhabitants would stay in their 
homos they would not bo molested. 


Sending tho duck hunter ahead, Clark 


;ook up his march and entered the town 
just after nightfall. 
Tho news conveyed 


the released hunter astounded the 


/ownspeople, and they talked it over eager- 
.y and were in. doubt what to do. The In- 
dians, not knowing how great might be 
ihe force that would assail tho "town, at 
once took refuge in the neighboring woods, 
while the Creoles retired to their own 
jousos. The British know nothing of what 
jad happened until the Americans had ao- 
iiially entered the streets of the little vil- 
lage. Bushing forward, Clark's men soon 
penned the regulars within their fort, 
where they kept them surrounded all 
night. 
The next day a party of Indian 


warriors, who iu the British interest had 
oeen ravaging the settlements of Ken- 
tucky, arrived and entered tho town, igno- 
rant that the Americans had captured it. 
Marching boldly forward to the fort, they 
suddenly found it beleaguered, and before 
they could flee were seized by the back- 
woodsmen. At their belts they carried the 
scalps of the slain settlors. 
The savages 


wore taken redhanded., and the American 
frontiersmen were in no mood to show1 
mercy. All the Indians were quickly tom- 
ahawked in sight of tho fort. 


For some time the British 'defended 


ihor'solves well, but at length their guns 
we.iv disabled, all of tho gunners being 
picked off by the backwoods marksmen, 
and finally the garrison dared not so much 
as appear at a porthole, so deadly wns the 
fire from tho long rifles. 
Under such cir- 


cumstances Hamilton was forced to sur- 
render.

Now, in my ease, for in 
stance, I can go about the country and 
find myself refreshed in body and mind 
after five or sis hours' sleep. But in Pitta- 
burg eight or nine hours' rest doos not 
seem to suffice, for you got up feeling 
drowsy. It in a general experience, and 
you can verify my theory by talking to 
traveling men. 


'In all my wanderings I never found a 


city whore a person can do with so little 
sleep as in Paris. Three or four hours' 
rest thero is all that any ablebodied man 
requires. There is some peculiar condition 
of the atmosphere that causes this. An- 
other strange fact regarding Paris is that 
In treating nearly all diseases the time re- 
quired for bringing them under subjection 
is a little more than half that required 
across tho channel in England or In Amer- 
ica. 
It is peculiarly adapted for good re- 


sults In therapeutics. 


"Perhaps the great amount of snlphui 


In tho atmosphere accounts for the strange 
effect upon people. Doctors admit that th6 
presence of sulphur in the atmosphere 
makes people afflicted with throat or lung 
troubles drowsy. But the strange Influ- 
ence of Pittsburgh climate making people 
sleepy ia general, and not confined to ont 
class, ' ' — Pittsburg Dispatch.

I remember his dress as if It wore but 


yesterday — .snuff colored and slouchy pan- 
taloons-, open black vest, held by a few 
brass buttons; straight or evening dress 
coat, with tightly fitting sleeves to exag- 
gerate his long, bony arms, and all sup- 
plemented by an awkwardness that was 
uncommon among men of intelligence. 
Such was the picture I met in The person 
of Abraham Lincoln. We sat down In his 
plainly furnished parlor and were i^n^nter- 
lupted during the nearly four, hours that 
I remained w^th him, and little by little, 
as'h\s earnestness, sincerity and candor 
were developed in conversation, I forgot 
all the grotesque qualities which so con- 
founded me when I firs^ greeted him., Be- 
fore half an hour had passed, I learned not 
only to iespeet, but indeed t/o rxsveronee

PROFIT TO THE DEMOCRACY FROM 


FREE SILVER AGITATION. 


Opinions of Republican Leader*—Tbo Rec- 


ords of the Two I'lirties to Be Compared. 
Text For Nert Year's Campaign.

At the outset it 
seemed to bo ijrciimluro and unwise, but a 
different asput-t has eonie over the face of 
hings. Tlio lighting, it is true, is vigor- 
ous, but It will serve in theoud to educate 
ihe party and give the two factious a bot- 
or understanding of each other. Mr. Car- 
isle soems to think that by next year mat- 
ers, by rent-on of tho lighting now in prog- 
ress, will be easy of adjustment, and the 
!)«mocracy will have little difficulty in 
narching into tho presidential field in 
food order. 
In much better order, he pre- 


liots, than the Republicans will bo able to 
iliow. 
The Republicans, according to his 


flow, will but then have begun fcheir fao- 
:ional contention, with the time all too 
ihort for their satisfactory settlement. 


rrho Iio]jwbiiuttii iciidury are u, little sur- 


>rised at all this. 
In their opinion, Mr. 


Carlisle is reckoning without his host. 
What, they p.sk, Is the practical result up 
:o date of the Democratic warfare over sil- 
'erP They answer, Nothing. What, they 
urther ask, is likely to bo the practical 
result of all tho warfare indulged In be- 
ween this time and the end of the year? 
And they again answer, Nothing. What 
are the different Democratic state oonven- 
ions doing tins year? Settling the silver 
question? By no means. Those controlled 
by the administration are, tho Republicans 
charge, simply dodging it. 


Uuablo to secure an unequivocal in- 


lorscmcnt of its policy, the administration 
asks and gets only an indorsement of the 
larty's financial deliverance of 1892, in 
vhich the free silver men profess to nnd 
ull warrant fur their free coinage views. 
So the Republicans are asking, Where 
will this land the Democrats next year? 
What advantage will they possess over the 
republicans? Will not they, as will the 
republicans, still have their national plat- 
form to maku? Tho silver men in both 
jnrtios will be demanding recognition for 
silver, but with the difference that they 
will bo mimerinally inlluitcly stronger in 
jUe ono party Chun In the other. Tho con- 
icst in the Democratic party will bo be- 
tween eight-tenths for and two-tenths 
against free coinage, while in tho Ropub- 
ioan party nino-tenths against silver will 
oppose one-tenth for silver. 


The Republican leaders are hoping for 


good returns next year from the compari- 
son they will institute between their treat- 
ment of silver when they cnmo into full 
lower in tho spring of 1889 and the record 
nacle by the Democracy when it succeeded 
;o full power in tho spring of 1808. 
The 


Republicans in the campaign of 1888 prom- 
.sed, if intrusted with control, to enact 
legislation favorable to silver. This -was in 
compliance with the demands of tlio free 
coinage members of the party in the west. 
Tho Republicans won at the polls, and the 
Sherman act of 1890 was the redemption 
of that promise. It was not all that the 
silver Republicans desired, but they ac- 
cepted it as an evidence of good faith on 
;he part of the gold faction of tho party. 
The Democrats in tho campaign of 1892 
premised, if put into full control, to euact 
:egislation fu~\ arable to silver. 
The Sher- 


man act had disappointed everybody, its 
lUthor included, nnd- thu Duinucrtito not 
only denounced it and demanded its repeal, 
but declared the purpose, if tho necessary 
legislative majority should bo given them, 
;o put something in its place that would 
bo entirely acceptable to tho friends of sil- 
ver. The/ eliioted both congress and the 
executive, and yet the not result to date is 
the repeal of tho Sherman act, a largo is- 
suance of bonds for current expenses on a 
gold basis and the setting of the president's 
Eace like flint against, all overtures of the 
free coinage men for some help in the in- 
terests of their cause. 


Such is to be the text of much of next 


year's Republican stumping on the silver 
question. 
The free coinage men are to 


be plainly told that they owe their existing 
discomfiture to the Democratic triumph of 
1892. 
They ore to be assured that had tho 


Republican party been kept in power sil- 
ver's Interests would have been considered 
and respected. The Sherman act would 
probably have been repealed, as was done 
on Mr. Cleveland's recommendation, but 
that would have been followed by some 
measure upon which both gold and sliver 
men could have stood and which would 
have Insured silver a larger usefulness as 
redeeming money in tho currency of tho 
country.—WasMm't on Htnr.

"Implantation." 


Tho last and most ingenious resort of 


the dental surgeon is "implantation"— 
tl-at is, the setting of new teeth into the 
jaw. For thib purpose ical teeth ore em- 
ployed, and not artificial ones. Cocaine 
having been flrbt applied for producing lo- 
cal anesthesia, a hole is drilled in the jaw- 
bone, and into this socket a good tooth 
newly drawn from somebody's jaw is set. 
If the patient is young and vigorous, tho 
osseous structure soon closes around it, 
and by tho time tho gum is healed, the 
tooth is ready for use. It should last from 
throe to ten years. In the case of an elder- 
ly or feeble person, it may be fastened in 
place by silver wires passing around the 
jawbone. 


The root of a froshly extracted tooth is 


covered with a delicate membrane called 
tho "pcricementum," the vitality of which 
materially assists the wished for combin- 
ing of tho tissues. Unless the grinder is 
directly transferred, the vitality of this 
membrane must be artificially preserved. 
One way of doing it is to graft the tooth 
temporarily into tho comb of a cock, that 
part of the fowl being well fed with blood, 
as may be seen from its redness. When 
wanted for use, it is out out. 
Ordinarily 


tho patient is obliged to wait for awhile 
until the dentist has a suitable tooth fresh- 
ly extracted, unless ho chooses to hire 
somebody to sacrifice one.—Cincinnati 
Commercial.

the Town of Phillips, Win., and IU Hus- 


tling Inhabitant!. 


Hereafter whenever a man says he is 


from Phillips, Wis., the mere statement 
will bo accepted as prlma facio evidence 
that he IB a hustler from the forks of the 
oreok. A year ago Phillips was a heap of 
ashes, and its 8,000 inhabitants were scat- 
tered in every direction in a wild flight 
from the flames. Today a new town stands 
no tho site on the blackened ruins of a 
year ago, and rows of substantial brick 
buildings have taken the place of thoso 
which were swept awny. 


Phillips, Wis., oC today is a monument 


to the courage, industry, energy and judg- 
ment of its citizens. Tho business blocks 
of stone and brick, tho county buildings, 
the churches and schoolhouses that havo 
risen from the smoking ruins of tho former 
town within a year's time evince a spirit 
of pluck hardly equaled in tho history of 
the country. A year ago last mouth fires 
were raging in the forests of northern 
Wis- 


consin, manjp- villages wore laid low, and 
millions of dollars' worth of property was 
destroyed. 


Rumors that the town of Phillips lay in 


the path of the fire had come to tho inhab- 
itants of tho town only to arouse their 
fears, which were dispelled by a change in 
the wind. 
It was tho night of July 27, 


1893, 
that, with appalling suddenness, tho 


flames swept through the town, leaving in 
their wake B smoldering desert of ashes. 
Hundreds of people were without food or 
shelter, and but for tho immediate response 
of the public to the call for aid much suf- 
fering would have resulted. 


The sight that met the eyes of the olti 


zens when the sun came up tho following 
morning and tho smoke was clearing awny 
was such as to dishearten the most deter- 
mined men. Today Phillips is a oity more 
substantial, in fact and in appouriinca, 
than it was before the flames of tho burn- 
ing forest rushed upon it. Business blocks 
of stono and brick have taken the place ot 
wooden structures, and were it not for the 
few blackened foundations scattered hero 
and thoro the eye would see nothing to re- 
call tho fire.—Chicago Timet-Herald.

DlneoTery In Naval Shipbuilding. 


The announcement of an important dis- 


covery in naval shipbuilding has boon 
made before the Gorman reichstag. Dur- 
ing a discussion in committee on tho ques- 
tion of the construction of a ship to replace 
the Proussen, the admiral said that suc- 
cessful experiments with new armor plat- 
ing had been made ot Messrs Krupp's 
works, where a hardening process had been 
discovered which gave extraordinary ro- 
sults and was the means of considerably 
Increasing tho resisting power of the plntes.
